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VOLUME  II 
DEMOGRAPHIC  ANALYSIS 


Volume  II  presents  an  analysis  of  Montana  demographic  data  by  county.  These 
statistics  include  1990  and  2000  Census  population  data  as  well  as  current  population 
estimates.  Certain  social  characteristics  are  also  examined  such  as  gender,  age  and 
race,  population  living  in  group  quarters,  marital  status,  veteran  status,  and  school 
enrollment.  Detailed  data  on  the  disabled  population  in  Montana  is  also  presented  in  the 
Appendix. 

POPULATION 

The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  releases  decennial  population  figures  (as  of  April  1)  as  well  as 
annual  estimates  (as  of  July  1)  using  the  decennial  census  data  as  the  base.  These 
estimates  are  periodically  revised.  Census  2000  reported  the  U.S.  population  as 
281,421,906.  Of  the  total  U.S.  population,  approximately  one-third  of  1%,  or  902,195 
people  lived  in  Montana.  This  was  a  12.9%  increase  over  the  1990  population  of 
799,065.  The  1990  and  2000  Census  figures  as  well  as  the  most  recent  and  revised 
estimates  (as  of  April  2004)  are  pictured  below:

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Population  Density  and  Composition 

Comparing  1990  to  2000  (decennial  census),  Montana's  population  increased  12.9%. 
Comparing  1994  to  2004  (population  estimates),  Montana's  population  increased  8.4  %. 
From  1990  to  1996,  Montana's  population  grew  at  an  average  rate  of  1.8%  per  year, 
while  from  1996  to  2004,  Montana's  population  grew  at  an  average  rate  of  0.5%  per 
year. 

The  map  on  page  four  illustrates  the  changing  of  Montana's  population:  the  eastern  part 
of  the  state  has  shown  a  significant  decline,  while  the  western  part  of  the  state  has 
shown  a  significant  increase.  While  Montana's  overall  population  has  increased  since 
1994,  every  county  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state,  except  Yellowstone  County  and  the 
surrounding  counties  of  Big  Horn,  Carbon,  Stillwater,  Golden  Valley,  and  Musselshell, 
have  shown  population  decreases.  These  decreases  range  from  5.4%  (Blaine)  to  14.6% 
(Treasure). 

In  the  western  part  of  the  state,  only  four  counties  show  a  population  decrease  over  the 
past  10  years:  Cascade  (1.4%  decrease),  Deer  Lodge  (10.9%),  Pondera  (0.8%)  and 
Silver  Bow  (4.6%).  The  remaining  western  counties  all  show  an  increase  in  population, 
ranging  from  0.5%  in  Teton  County  to  34.5%  in  Ravalli  County.  Ten  counties  in  the 
western  part  of  the  state  show  population  increases  from  1993-2004  in  excess  of  10%: 
Broadwater,  Flathead,  Gallatin,  Jefferson,  Lake,  Lewis  &  Clark,  Madison,  Missoula, 
Ravalli  and  Sanders. 

Below  is  the  population  growth  in  incorporated  cities  and  towns  vs.  unincorporated 
areas;  the  unincorporated  areas  show  more  growth.

With  much  of  the  growth  occurring  in  unincorporated  areas,  many  of  these  areas  may 
likely  require  major  infrastructure  improvements  in  the  upcoming  decades. 
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Of  the  top  ten  fastest  growing  counties  in  Montana,  all  but  one,  Missoula  County,  have 
had  significant  growth  in  the  incorporated  vs.  the  unincorporated  areas:

In  Montana  in  2000,  males  comprise  slightly  less  than  one-half  of  the  population,  but 
represent  a  higher  percentage  than  nationally.  The  35-54  years  age  category  was  the 
largest  in  2000  and  also  showed  the  greatest  increase  from  1900  to  2000.  The  55  to  64 
years  and  65  &  over  years  age  categories  showed  increases  from  1900  to  2000  that 
were  higher  than  the  nation.  Additionally,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  25  to  34  years 
age  category.  These  trends  point  to  an  aging  population  in  the  state,  while  some  of  the 
workforce  ages  25  to  34  choose  to  leave  the  state,  often  for  a  higher  paying  job. 

Montana's  population  continues  to  be  predominately  white,  followed  by  Native 
Americans.  This  composition  is  extremely  different  from  the  nation.  While  Native 
Hawaiians/Pacific  Islanders  and  those  who  classified  themselves  as  "some  other  race" 
showed  the  greatest  increase  from  1990  to  2000,  these  categories  represented  less 
than  1%  of  Montana's  total  population.  Household  size  has  continued  to  decrease  in  the 
U.S.  and  Montana,  with  Montana  showing  a  greater  decrease  than  the  nation. 
Language  spoken  at  home  is  shown  in  Table  11.4  on  the  next  page.  English  is  the 
predominant  language.

Volume  III  -  Housing  Profile  contains  information  on  housing  units.  Every  person  not 
living  in  a  housing  unit  is  considered  to  live  in  group  quarters.  Group  quarters  are 
classified  as  either  institutional  or  non-institutional.  Institutional  group  quarters  include 
correctional  institutions,  nursing  homes,  and  hospitals  or  schools  for  persons  with  a 
physical  or  mental  disability.  Non-institutional  group  quarters  include  group  homes  (such 
as  communes  or  foster  homes),  emergency  and  transitional  shelters,  off-campus 
college  housing,  college  dormitories,  military  quarters,  and  religious  quarters. 

Below  is  a  summary  of  the  Montana  population  living  in  group  quarters  in  1990  and 
2000.

While  the  total  population  in  group  quarters  has  increased  since  1990,  the  increase  in 
the  institutional  type  of  group  home  was  14  times  larger  than  the  increase  in  the  non- 
institutional  type  of  group  housing.  Correctional  institutions  contributed  most  to  this 
increase. 

Total  population  in  group  quarters  (Table  11.5)  and  population  in  group  quarters  by  type 
(Table  11.6)  for  each  county  are  on  the  following  two  pages.  The  counties  with  the 
largest  increases  were  Yellowstone:  943;  Missoula:  907;  Silver  Bow:  396;  and  Dawson: 
338.  The  counties  with  the  largest  decreases  were  Park:  537;  Deer  Lodge:  489; 
Pondera:  440:  Glacier:  367;  and  Hill:  354. 


By  type  of  group  quarter,  Dawson  and  Yellowstone  county  numbers  increased  fairly 
evenly  in  both  the  institutional  and  non-institutional  categories.  Silver  Bow's  increase 
was  primarily  in  the  institutional  category  and  Missoula's  increase  was  primarily  in  the 
non-institutional  category.  As  for  decreases  by  type,  Deer  Lodge's  decrease  was 
primarily  in  the  institutional  category.  Glacier,  Hill,  Park,  and  Pondera  counties  showed 
decreases  primarily  in  the  non-institutional  category.

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Marital  Status 

Over  half  of  the  population  15  years  and  over  was  married  as  of  April  1,  2000.  The 
lowest  marriage  rate  was  47%  in  Roosevelt  County  and  the  high  was  70%  in  McCone 
County.  Daniels  County  had  the  highest  percentage  of  widowers  at  11%,  with  79%  of 
those  being  female  widowers.  Powell  County  had  the  highest  divorce  rate  (14%)  and 
Gallatin  County  had  the  most  people  who  were  never  married,  33%,  probably  due  to  the 
location  of  Montana  State  University  within  the  county. 

Detail  of  marital  status  by  county  is  in  Table  11.7. 

The  "female  widowed"  and  "female  divorced"  categories  represent  the  number  of 
females  who  are  widowed  or  divorced.  The  percentage  of  female  widowers  as  a 
percentage  of  total  widowers  was  over  80%,  as  females  have  a  longer  life  expectancy 
than  males.  The  percentage  of  female  divorced  as  a  percentage  of  total  divorced  was 
53.6%;  perhaps  more  males  move  out  of  the  state  once  they  are  divorced. 

Veteran  Status 

As  of  2000,  Veterans  represented  16.2%  of  the  Montana  civilian  population  18  years 
and  over.  The  following  counties  had  veteran  populations  in  excess  of  20%:  Cascade, 
Lincoln,  Mineral,  Powell,  and  Sanders. 

Detail  of  veteran  status  by  county  is  in  Table  11.8. 

School  Enrollment 

In  2000,  there  were  241,754  persons  age  3  and  older  in  Montana  who  were  enrolled  in 
school.  This  does  not  mean  that  all  these  students  were  enrolled  in  Montana  schools, 
however.  In  1990,  there  were  215,733  persons  age  3  and  older  enrolled  in  school. 
There  was  a  12.1%  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  enrolled  in  school  from  1990  to 
2000.

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DISABLED  POPULATION 

The  U.S.  Census  Bureau  provides  numerous  statistics  on  the  disabled  population.  The 
data  on  disability  status  were  derived  from  answers  to  long-form  questionnaire  items  16 
and  17.  Item  16  was  a  two-part  question  that  asked  about  the  existence  of  the  following 
long-lasting  conditions:  (a)  blindness,  deafness,  or  a  severe  vision  or  hearing 
impairment  (sensory  disability),  and  (b)  a  condition  that  substantially  limits  one  or  more 
basic  physical  activities  such  as  walking,  climbing  stairs,  reaching,  lifting,  or  carrying 
(physical  disability).  Item  16  was  asked  of  a  sample  of  the  population  five  years  old  and 
over. 

Item  17  was  a  four-part  question  that  asked  if  the  individual  had  a  physical,  mental,  or 
emotional  condition  lasting  6  months  or  more  that  made  it  difficult  to  perform  certain 
activities.  The  four  activity  categories  were:  (a)  learning,  remembering,  or  concentrating 
(mental  disability);  (b)  dressing,  bathing,  or  getting  around  inside  the  home  (self-care 
disability);  (c)  going  outside  the  home  alone  to  shop  or  visit  a  doctor's  office  (going 
outside  the  home  disability);  and  (d)  working  at  a  job  or  business  (employment 
disability).  Categories  17a  and  17b  were  asked  of  a  sample  of  the  population  five  years 
old  and  over;  17c  and  17d  were  asked  of  a  sample  of  the  population  16  years  old  and 
over. 

For  data  which  use  a  disability  status  indicator,  individuals  were  classified  as  having  a 
disability  if  any  of  the  following  three  conditions  was  true:  (1)  they  were  five  years  old 
and  over  and  had  a  response  of  "yes"  to  a  sensory,  physical,  mental  or  self-care 
disability;  (2)  they  were  16  years  old  and  over  and  had  a  response  of  "yes"  to  going 
outside  the  home  disability;  or  (3)  they  were  16  to  64  years  old  and  had  a  response  of 
"yes"  to  employment  disability.^ 

Census  2000  counted  49.7  million  people  or  17.7%  of  the  total  population  as  having 
some  type  of  disability,  per  the  definition  above.  Of  Montana's  population,  145,732 
people  or  16.2%  of  the  total  population  had  a  disability  in  2000.  A  map  of  disabled 
people  by  county  is  on  the  following  page.  The  rates  by  county  range  from  a  low  of 
15.5%  in  Sweet  Grass  to  a  high  of  26.1%  in  Wibaux. 

A  summary  of  disability  by  age  and  sex  as  a  percentage  of  the  civilian  non-institutional 
population  age  5  years  and  older  is  in  Table  11.10.  The  total  disability  rate  shown  in  the 
table  is  higher  (17.5%)  than  the  rate  noted  above  (16.2%)  because  the  population  base 
is  different:  over  5  civilian  non-institutional  population  vs.  total  Montana  population.

Total  persons  with  disabilities  of  144,458  reported  with  poverty  statistics  differs  by  1,274  from  total  disabilities  reported  of  145,732 
(Table  11.10)  because  poverty  status  was  not  determined  for  1,274  disabled  people. 


Overall,  19.7%  of  the  disabled  population  was  below  the  poverty  level.  This  is  higher 
than  Montana's  overall  poverty  rate  of  14.1%.  It  is  reasonable  that  the  poverty  rate  is 
lower  for  those  under  21,  as  many  are  cared  for  by  parents  or  other  adults.  Nor  is  it 
surprising  that  the  poverty  rate  is  lower  for  those  65  years  and  older,  as  they  are  eligible 
for  social  security.  The  poverty  rate  is  highest  for  those  ages  21  to  64  years;  typically 
this  age  group  would  be  in  the  workforce  although  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  many 
disabled  persons  in  this  age  group  are  unemployed  or  employed  in  very  low  paying 
jobs.
